191-Year*01d Feed Mill To Close

The 191-year-old Morrisville feed mill is going 
out of business on Wednesday. 


The firm, Howell & Sons & Johnson, 
at S. 
Pennsylvania and Railroad Aves., has been pur­ 
chased by the Vulcanized Rubber & Plastics Co 
across the street. 


The plastics company reportedly plans to use 
the mill for storage space at first, but eventual­ 
ly will tear it down for expansion plans, accord­ 
ing to J. Roscoe Howell, 82, and William M. 
Johnson, 80, partners in the feed firm. 


Older Than Morrisville 


The history of the firm, which is older than 
Morrisville, reads like chapters in an exciting 
historical novel. The “chapters” include such 
interesting things a s:’ 


I. Two previous owners were signers of the 
Declaration of Independence and the U.S Con­ 
stitution. 


2. The original mill stone, dated 1773, was 
shortly after it was found in a creek 
bed in 1936. 


3. An illegitimate son of Napoleon Boncparte

Howell’s fam ily ownership of the feed mill dates 
back to 1875, and Johnson has been with it 59 
years, since 1905. 


Howell, an historian in his own right, said he 
plans to write t h e dosing-op story on the firm 
when he retires. Gray-haired and still alert, he 
has already written the two early chapters in 
the life of this historic firm, known and visited 
for years by m an y farm ers throughout Bucks 
and across the river in New Jersey. 


Howell has written ‘T h e Morrisville Grist Mill 
& Enterprise, 1773-1950,” and “ The Story of the 
Morrisville Milt Stone.’’ both for historical pub­ 
lications.
